And Correspondence on Spain 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—(AP)—The 
text of the Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment on mutual rights in the 
Mediterranean together with 
correspondence between © the 
British and Italian governments 
concerning Italy’s promise to 
observe the status quo in Spain, 
follows: 

His Majesty's government of the 
United Kingdom and the Italian gov- 
ernmeuat : 

Animated by a desire to contribute 
increasingly in the interests of the 
general cause of peace and securi- 
ty, to the betterment of relations 
between them and between all Med- 
iterranean powers, and resolved to 
respect the rights and interests of 
those powers ; 

Recognize the freedom of entry 
into, exit from and transit through 
the Mediterranean is of vital inter- 
est both to different parts of the 
British empire and Italy and that 
these interests are in no way incon- 
sistent with each other; 

Disclaim any desire to modify, or 
so far as they are concerned to see 
modified, the status quo as regards 
national sovereignty of territory in 
the Mediterranean area; 

Undertake to respect each other's 
rights and interests in said area; 
agree to use their best endeavors to 
discourage any activities liable to 
impair the good relations which it 
is the object of the present declara- 
tion to consolidate. 

This declaration is designed to fur- 
ther the ends of peace and is not di- 
rected against any other power. 


BRITISH NOTE 
TO ITALIAN AGENT 

Text of the British ambassador’s 
note to the Italian foreign minister: 

Your Excellency: 

The royal Italian government may 
perhaps be aware that the _ secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs was 
asked in the house of commons, De- 
cember 16, whether he would lay 
upon the table of the house precise 
terms of the guarantee given to his 
majesty’s government by the govern- 
ment of Italy concerning occupation 
of the Balearic Islands by Italian 
subjects.

FM ACTOR CLAS

‘Ross Alexander Despondent 
Over Self-Slaying of First 
Wife Year Ago. 


HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 3.—(#)—The 
death of Ross Alexander, portrayer 
of youthful insouciance on the screen, 
| Was pronounced suicidal today by De- 
tective Lieutenant Ray Giese. 

The body of the dark-haired actor 
was found last night in'a barn on the 
estate where he and his hride, Anna 
Nagel, lived since their marriage Sep- 
tember 16, 1936. Cornelius Steven- 
son, Alexander's chauffeur, who found 
the body, said a pistol was clutched 
in Alexander's hand. 

The actor’s death was a tragic fi- 
nale to the story of a ‘young couple 
who deserted the eastern stage to gain 
film fame. Alexander's first wife, 
Aleta Freile, shot herself to death 
December 6, 1935. Alexander. said 
she was depressed because she could 
not get film roles—because her pro- 
fessional progress did not keep pace 
with his. 

Prolonged Despondency. 
Giese said he was informed Alex- 
ander had never shaken his despon- 
deney over the death of his first wife. 
Stevenson told -him that last Decem- 
ber 6, on the anniversary of her death, 
he struggled with his master for pos- 
session of cartridges for the pistol 
found last night. 

Stevenson told-.police that his mas- 
ter left the house about seven o'clock 
with his pistol announcing he was 
going to kill a duck. 

Stevenson's wife, a maid, took up 
the narrative, 

“He met the hired man who had al- 
ready killed it and returned,” said 
Elta Stevenson, “Then he went out 
again and told Cornelius to call him 
from the barn when dinner was ready. 
When Cornelius did, he found the 
body, the pistol and a lighted torch- 
light beside it.” 

Miss Nagel, pretty young film ac- 
tress, sat in the house. knitting after 
| her husband walked out into the night. 
'®he became hysterieal when Steven- 
'son reported what he had found. 

Is Found Alive. 

Stevenson said Alexander was alive 
and moaning slightly when he found 
him. He did not regain conscious- 
ness. : 

Death came to Alexander at the 
peak of his brief cinema career. He 
had just. completed a musical pjcture 
in which he appeared in the male lead 
opposite Ruby Keeler.

Year Reveals All-Time Con-| 
tract Record for 16 
States of Dixie. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 3.—)— Indus- 
trial expansion joined with a surge 
of general buildin, activity to make 
the 12 months just ended the south's 
greatest construction year in history. 

The Manufacturers’ Record report- 
ed today contracts awarded for build- 
ings, streets and highways, industria] 
plants and engineering projects 
amounted to $939,264,000—an all- 
time record for the 16 southern states. 

Awards last month totaled $79,- 
851,000, of Which $41,875;000 was for 
industrial expansion. Included were 
several important additions to railroad 
facilities and large paper plants in 
Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida. 

Of the record-miking annual total 
for construction, the trade journal 
listed $126,862,000 for general build- 
ing: $230,036.000 for public building, 
including roads and streets, and : 
492,000 for industrial plants and en- 
gineering projects. 

The publication, chronicle of the re- 
zion’s industrial’ progress, noted that 
more than $322,000,000 was invested 
in new plants and improvements. Ont- 
standing was the rapid growth of pa- 
per mills, in which more than $60,- 
000,000 was invested. 

An additional $22:000,000 was spent 
for expanding textile operations, and 
$53.000,000 for greater steel and iron 
production facilities. ;

ag Pope Pius Suffers Severe Relapse, 
Predicts Own Death Before Easter 


VATICAN CITY, Jan. 3.—(UP)— through a great part of the day, fear- 


Pope Pius—suffering a severe relapse. 
—told intimates tonight he does not 
expect to live to see another Easter, 
a high Vatiean official said. 

Fierce pains spread tonight from 
the pontiff's left leg to his right one. 

"We have seen New Years but we 
will never see Faster,” the 79-year-old 
pontiff was quoted as saying in de- 
spair. 

The holy father was reported re- 
liably tonight to be suffering “atro- 
cious” neuritis pains in both legs. 

His personal physician, Professor 
Aminta Milani, who resorted to in- 
jections earlier in the day to ease 
the Popes sufferings, appeared cown- 


‘cast and worried when he emerged 


from the sick chamber on the third 
floor of the Vatican at 10 p. m. (3 
p. m. Atlanta time.)

Without committing himself onethe 
Bankhead bill, Representative Coffee, 
Democrat, Nebraska, member of the 
House Agriculture Committee, said 
that “it seems to me that one way 
of getting at the problem is to main- 
tain farm prices at a level where 
the’farmer can make a little money.” 

Better Off Than Owners. 
Taking a similar view. Representa- 
tive Hope, Republican, Kansas, rank- 
ing minority member of the same 
committee, said that under farm prices 
of the depression period, tenants were 
better off than owners. 

“Tenants placed on farms of their 
own would not be able to maintain 
themselves long if prices were too 
low to meet costs,” he said. 

On the other hand, Senator Bank- 
head and Representative Jones, Demo- 
crat, Texas, chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, contend that 
the problem should be attacked from 
both angles of farm prices and gov- 
ernmental assistance in farm pur-

The second-place man very naturally 
refused to take them, saying Thorpe had won them. : 
I've often wondered what happened to the individual who 

blew the whistle on Thorpe. If his conscience has not atrophied 
he must have some uncomfortable moments. There cannot 
possibly he anyone smug enough to feel good about that deed. 

They say we of the United States are a nation of 
sprinters—individualists—who can’t go the distances. 
And who can’t take part in the grinding events. Yet 
in the past Olympic games our team made a clean 
sweep of the decathlon. And the Unted States is the 
only nation to win more than once. Counting Thorpe’s 
victory we have won four times. 

We don't think much about track events down our way, 
but Glenn Morris seems really to have merited the Sullivan

Official figures on the extent of! 
the epidemic—reminiscent of 
which swept through Britain in 1918, 
save that it is not nearly so virulent 


—are not obtainable. But the Sun- 
day Dispatch estimated today that 
1,000,000 persons were “down with 
flu” throughout Britain. 

Medical reports. admittedly incom- 
plete, show that 248 persons have died 
of the malady in the four weeks end- 
ing December 26 and that there have 
been 3,460 cases of primary pneu- 
monia in the same period. 

One odd characteristic of the dis- 
ease is that its victims do not have 
watery eyes or noses, which leads doc- 
tors to refer to it as “dry flu.” 

Case Lasts 4 Days. 

The duration of the average case is 
four days, but the patient usually is 
left weak, necessitating weeks of con- 
valescence in bed.

EFFECT ON BIDDABLE SUITS. 

Sometimes the one biddable suit in 
the hand offers no possibility of a 
sound rebid over partner's anticipated 
one round forcing response. ‘This has 
given birth to the much-abused three- 
card minor suit bid. Experts fall back 
on this bid of a three-card minor 
only when it is absolutely essential.

The use of such a three-card suit

tems to denote powerful hands and 
in others to denote subminimum pro- 
tective third or fourth-hand bids.

Here Are Some Helps for Mrs. Allen and Her Budget.

The budget class had all sorts. of 
discussions regarding the original ap- 
portionment of the $20 a week in- 
come. You may remember that the 
sums set aside by Mrs. Nichols were 
as follows: Food for a family of four, 
two children, aged 5 and 8: $35.75 for 
food, $24 for shelter with heat incind- 
ed, $3 for light and gas for cooking, 
$17 for clothing and $6.66 for clean- 
ing supplies, books, church, movies. 
We wondered whether the food cost 
was too high, whether the shelter cost 
could be reduced and whether any 
savings could be managed on _ that 
budget. 


“I have a letter from Mrs. Rentner 
who says she manages in this fash- 
ion: ‘Shelter, $20 a month, food $26

“Then I have some help from Mrs, 
Discary. She says they moved to a 
cheaper place when her husband had 
his wage cut. «They havea flat for 
which they pay $9 a month. Their 
coal bill is $5 a month or their ice 
bill is $4 in summer. Gas and elec- 
tric light bill are $3 a month, $40 a 
month for food for the family of four, 
$12 a month for clothing for the four, 
$5 for husband's car fare and inci- 
dentals and $4 per month for his 
lunches. They spend $4 a month for 
recreation, and $4 a month as an in- 
stallment payment on furniture. With 
a salary of $86.67 a month that leaves 
a savings item of 67 cents. There 
is no insurance carried apparently in 
Mrs. Discary’s budget. She has found 
that clinics help cut down doctor bills 
but I don’t believe she has many 
cause her whole letter breathes an 
air of accomplishment and sitting on 
top of the world that is most gratify- 
ing.
